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It  is  safe  *o  say  that  thn  whole-  of  Chjra  is  cohered 
with  the  Japareso  spy  networks,  especially  North  China,  South 
China,  Nanking,  Shanghai  and  all  ports  of  Mongolia  are  infected 
with  Japanese  spies. 

The  Japanese  csnlonaerc  policy  toward  Chino  is  similar  on 
some  points  to  the  so-called  continental  policy.  All  over 
China,  she  has  extended  her  espionage  networks  and  is  crrryinp 
on  her  activities  with  the  air  of  occnnyinm  Chinn  politically.

Not  only  the  political  and  economical  centers  of  all  the  impor¬ 
tant  places  in  CVna,  bvt  particulary  the  military  comers  for 
instance,  such  soa-norts  os  make  inland  ports  /?/,  railways, 
and  fortified  zones  are  inf  sted  with  the  Japanese  spies.  At 
the  time  of  the  first  European  u,ar,  Frerchmofi  said  that  all  the 
Germans  in  France  wore  spies,  and  t^is  can  bo  annlir-d  to  ch_- 
Japanese  residing  in  China.  As  mode  public  by  a  certain  Kogvro, 
a  Japanese,  in  a  certain  newspaper  in  Berlin  on  3optojber,  19*'", 
the  duties  of  Japanese  military  spies  ore  said  to  have  strictly 
provided  for  by  the  Army  General  Staff. 

'V hat  we  have  been  informed  about  the  contents  is  as  follows 

1.  Military  spies  should  always  nay  close  attention  to 
the  military  strength,  the  number  of  arms,  the  disposition  of 
forces,  the  operation  plan,  etc.,  in  the  bounds  of  thrii‘  spying 
area.  On  any  chanpes  in  China,  military  spi«.  s  should  Immediately 
submit  a  report  to  General  Staff  Hindquarters  in  Tokyo  and  Jt 

the  same  tire  to  military  soy  associates  in  China. 

2.  Military  spies  should  have  a  profound  knowledge  of 
the  special  state  of  affairs  of  ov  ry  orrt  of  Ch^r.a  and  constant 
attention  should  also  be  paid  *-o  any  chnnge  no  matter  •  0-r  trifle 
it  may  be,  in  the  field  of  railways  and  conruniea tiens . 

Special  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  location  of  munition 
storage  and  of  the  powder  magazines. 

3.  It  is  requested  to  investigate;  and  confirm  all  the 
structures  wh^ch  can  be  converted  into  barracks,  fortresses  and 
munition  factories  and  to  study  at  ordinary  times,  how  to  in¬ 
terrupt  telephone  and  telepram  communications  in  the.  areas  in 
case  of  war. 

4.  Military  s^ies  are  requested  to  take  measures  to  in¬ 
crease  the  confidence  of  the  Chinese  towards  Japan  ard  also  to 
take  rvr ry  chance  to  form  a  private  friendship  with  Chinese 
officials  and  military  of'fic-.rs  all  over  China  in  order  to  make 
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it  easy  to  survey  their  personality  re-

In  1933  when  it  was  sti’.l  a  legation,  a  huge  sun  of  110,000 
yen  was  appropriated  for  the  secret  funds  of  tho  Information  Dopt, 
Tho  name  of  tho  first  chief  o’  the  DaDt.  is  unknown,  but  the 
socond  chief  was  GUMA  Yakichiro,  the  third  KA"AI,  Tatsno,  then 
ASHINO  Hiroshi  and  chc  proses  ;  one  is  tho  fifth. 

?.  Japanese  Consulate- lenorol  in  Shanghai. 

The  Consulate  is  loc  rted  at  Vo.  1  of  Yanptzc  Rond  and 
its  rain  effort  is  directed  to  the  collection  of  *»enarnl  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  Chinese,  Korean,  Formosan  and  Japanese  residents. 

On  July  1st  of  1935,  juiieiol  consuls  in  Chino  assembled 
in  Shanghai  and  neid  a  conference  in  which  the  abolition  of  tho 
regulations  for  disciplinary  punishment  of  vnerants  /Renin/  was 
decided.  Since  then,  the  majority  of  tho  Janar.csc  and  Korean 
vagrants  /Roni’V  were  charged  with  secret  corrunication  cf 
Japanese  spies  under  the  direction  of  the  said  consulate  and 
began  activity  by  smuppling  themselves  among  Chinese. 

3.  Military  Attache’s  Chamber. 

It  deals  solely  in  the  military  investigation  in  the 
field  of  Army  affairs,  and  srmo  of  the  activities  in  Shanghai 
are  significant.  Moreover  a  huge  wireless  telegraphy  have  been 
established  through  which  informations  are  teintr  ’vired. 

4.  Office  of  Resident -officers  in  Sharehai  of  the  Geroral 

Staff. 

It  has  nn  Information  Dept,  which  takes  charge  of  in¬ 
telligence  activities.  Tn  department  is  divided  into  7  sections 
v/h’ch  has  no  connection  with  each  other,  /-M.T-ly:

6,  Shanghai  Office  of  the  South  Manchurian  R^il^ry  Co. 

It  collects  informtiens  only  in  the  fields  oT  econ¬ 
omy  nnd  culture.  The  co1 lection  of  Chinese  nvtlicotions 
(magazines  and  newspapers)  ir  this  office  is  said  to  be  about 
the  foremost  in  Chinn  in  kinds  and  number. 

In  addition  to  these,  "Navy  Attache's  Chamber",  "Shanghai 
Branch  of  the  Manchurian  Development  Soci  ty  in  China", 
"Shanghai  Meiji  Society",  "Mutual  Assistance  Society  of  the 
Asiatic  Poonle",  "Janan-China  Oood-’viH  Society, "  "East  Asia 
Economic  Inquiry  Bureau"  nnd  all  Japanese  newsnopers,  banks 
and  schools  are  reconnaissance  organs.  Jnn~n  has  also  estab¬ 
lished  rany  wireless  stations  in  Shanghai  through  which  they 
listen-in  on  international  codo  messages .  This  type  of  equip¬ 
ments  in  various  areas  are  indeed  startling. 

Moreover,  the  Nanking  branch  of  Japanese  Embassy  has  40 
plain-clothes  men  who  are  divided  into  four  units,  a,b,c  and  d. 
They  are  engaged  in  not  only  the  projection  of  the  embassy  tut 
also  intell  igoncc  activities  in  various  •'rens  of  Narking.  -It 
is  needless  to  say  of  Jananrse  press  men  /engaged  in  the 
activities/. 

II  The  Jeannes--  Intelligence  Organ  in  HANKO"’ 

In  the  three  cities,  "V  CHANG,  HANKO’V  and  HAN  YANG 
arc  imnortnnt  areas  alonp  the  YANGTZE  River,  and  the  facilities 
of  intelligence  organs  and  the  activities  of  the  Japanese 
espionape  in  the  said  areas  arc  about  the  same  as  that  in 
Shanghai.  At  present,  in  the  thr  -  cities,  HANKO'V,  ,,rU  CHANG 
and  HAN  YANG,  the  intellipen.ee  services  are  carried  out  by 
dividing  CHANG  into  four  re-connoitcrir.p  sections,  HAN  YANG 
into  two  sections  and  HANKO’V  into  fiv-  ,  and  the  Intel"  ipcnco 
department  of  the  Japanese  Consulate-General  controls  all  the 
activities  in  ttnse  sections.  The  expenditure  of  the  Consulate 
which  had  formerly  been  ¥400,000  has  been  increased  to  ¥700,000 
since  October  193*5  and  at  the  same  time,  the  secret  service 
expenditure  of  the  Consulate  has  increased  more  than  ¥100,000. 
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The  following  are  the  other  intelligence  organs: 


1.  The  General  Intelligence  Organ  in  the  Five  Pro¬ 
vinces,  HU  PEI,  HU  NAN,  HO  NAN,  5SU  CHUAN  nnd  KIANG  HSI.

Aside  from  the  above,  there  are  th-  following  various  intelligence 
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1.  The  special  service  organs  in  North  Chino. 

This  or^ar  was  established  in  F>  bruary  of  1915 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  Staff  Department  of  the  Japanese 
Garrison  in  orth  Chinn  which  belongs  to  the  Japanese  l/jiit^rv 
opccial  Service  organs,  the  Administrative  Bureau  of  the  Home 
Affairs  Ministry  of  KA!JCHMKT»0  which  belongs  to  the  Special  . 
Service  organs  of  the  K’ ' AM TUNG  Army,  etc.  and  AOKI,  Shigcru 
is  the  fir.c  c^iof  of  the  organs  and  SUWAPE  Yosujiro  is  th« 
first  chief  in  charge  of  tho  Special  services. 

2.  The  High  Class  Reconnaissance  and  Investigation  Office. 

This  was  organized  through  the  coop-  ration  of  the 
Japanese  arrr--  headquarters  and  the  police  department  of  the 
Japanese  Consulate.  A  certain  NATO,  in  charge  of  Penal  Affairs 
of  the  Police  Department  of  the  Consulate,  has  been  appointed 
concur  re  rtx.y  th:  Chief  of  the  opficc,  and  Captain  MORIT/t,  st3ff 
o: fleer  of  the  Japanese  Army  Headquarters,  vico-chief  of  the 
o.fico.  Twelve  spies  arc  :mplo,rod  and  the  monthly  expense  is 
900  yuan. 


3.  The  Black  Shirt  Society. 

This  is  an  undrrcovor  /Trisatau/  agency  and  organ 
for  assassinating  and  is  constituted  of  fiftc-rn’or  sixteen 
members.  They  catch  any  Chinese  whom  they  think  suspicious,, 
and  shoot  the  man  at  once;  the  body  is  taker;  into  tne  Japanese 
Army  Headquarters  and  cremated.  500  "E'T  /?/  pep  -an  is  given 
to  tho  assassinator  as  a  reward. 

4.  The  Japanese -Manchurian  Kindred  Spirits  Society. 
/NICHIMAN  RENSHI  SHA/ 

The  Headquarters  of  this  society  is  in  TOKYO  and  its 
internal  constitution  is  kept  strictly  secret.  Tho  ki^drod- 
spirits-socic  ty  in  i'ir.»\TSTN  is  led  by  a  certain  Japanese  named 
KTOC.  They  are  engaged  mostxy  in  assassination,  espionage 
activities,  and  detecting  evidences,  and  they  have  a  secret 
execution  ground.  At  pres  rt,  the  said  K!'Go' has  been  trans¬ 
ferred  to  TOKYO,  and  his  successor  being  despatched,  the  society 
is  now  undergoing  reorganization. 

5.  The  Great  Erst  Soci.  ty.  /DAITO  SHA/ 

This  is  an  information  and  intelligence  orgnn  and  has 
special  employees  despatched  in  SHANGHAI,  NAN  KING  a^d  HANKOW. 
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6.  The  Women's  Special  Corps, 

This  was  established  by  SAKAI  Taknshi,  Staff  Officer 
of  the  Japanese  Army  Hondqvartrs  at  TIENTSIN  and  KAWASHIMA 
Yoshiko,  an  Intelligence  agent  of  MANCHUKUO.  Forty  girls  are 
trained  for  two  months  and  after  completing  the  course  they 
are  organized  Into  a  women's  corps.  The  first  period*  train¬ 
ing  was  completed  in  mid-February  193*? »  and  twenty  girls  wore 
despatched  to  PEIPING,  fifteen  to  TIENTSIN  and  five  to  the 
TSIN-PU  railroad  line  respectively. 

(1)  They  arc. to  find  out  Chinese  Military  conditions 
by  tempting  yorng  Chinese  officers,  or 

(2)  they  are  to  investigate  the  traffic  conditions 
and  transportation  capacity  of  the  TSIN-PU  railroad. 

7.  The  Sino-Jnpnneso • Association  for  the  Study'of  the 
secret  teachings  of  the  SHINGON  Sect.  /CHUNICHI  SHINGON  MIKKYO 
KEN  KYU  KAI/  with  HAY AS HI ,  Nobuo  as  the  loader  of  the  society, 
it  is  making  connections  with  the  Chinese  notables  out  of 
official  life  and  is  attempting  the  expansion  of  the ‘potential 
power  in  N-^rth  China.  It  is  also  exchanging  informations  with 
each  other  ty  setting  up  communication  nets. 

P.  The  Japanese  Consulate  in  TIENTSIN.

It  is  divided  into  the  Consulate -General  and  the 
Consulate .  There  is  an  intelligence  section  in  the  Consulate- 
Gen  rnl  and  on  intelligence  branch  in  the  Consulate,  both  having 
charge  of  intelligence  activities. 

IV.  The  Japanese  Intelligence  Organ  in  PEIPING. 

Since  the  Manchurian  incident,  the  whole  area  including 
PEIPING  and  TIENTSIN  has  become  an  Imperial  Headquarters  for 
the  Japanese  advance  into  North  China,  ard  their  intelligence 
activities  have  also  become  an  open  secret.  PEIPING  is  divided 
into  eight  reco^nol ssance  districts  by  the  Japanese,  each  dis¬ 
trict  having  one  Chief  and  fifteen  spies.  The  division  are  as 
follows:

1.  Th^  Embassy  in  Chine. 

T^n  Embassy  has  nn  information  office,  headed  by 
SWIVIZU,  Tozo  and  which  i.^  cqi  inped  with  two  wireless  telegraph 
instruments,  one  *?,OrO  "'WATT"  a^d  another  ICO  "’•AT"'",  and  is 
communicating  with  Tokyo,  Uukden.  Tientsin,  Shnr.hnikwan  and 
the  war  districts.  Most  of  th  Japanese  intelligence  activities 
in  P<  iping/oirected  by  the  Embassy.  Pesidcs,  in  the  Embassy, 
there  is  an  unit  in  charge  of  special  nctiviti's  under  the  res- 
uonsibility  of  attache  T AKAMAI HI .  This  unit  organizes  on  in¬ 
telligence  net  work  by  dispatching  special  service  men  to  such 
places  -s  Suivuar ,  Tatung,  Mnvhsia,  Shihchinchuarg ,  etc., 
organizes  an  intelligence  rot  work  and  has  thorn  maintain  contact 
with  the  snocial  service  men  under  SAKAI. 

2.  The  Japanese  Residents  Association  in  Peining. 

The  Association  has  In  its  organization  s  "Yamato 
Club"  whor'1  there  arc  organized  military  arts,  tennis,  baseball, 
cinema  departments  etc.,  the  responsible  persons  of  which  are 
carrying  on  energetic  activities  in  Tirntsin.  The  association 
has  a  fairly  ler.g  history  as  an  intelligence  or^an  and  as  an 
agency  for  communication  with  Chinese  traitors,  and  in  v/ar  time 
its  members  end  responsible  persons  nr  to  be  protected  by  the 
Japanese  gendarv.sr.’.e .  In  peace  time  they  are  exerting  thorn- 
selves  in  collecting  informations  in  cooperation  with  the  Resi¬ 
dents  Association  in  Tientsin  whose  members  total  more  than 
10,000. 

3.  "Jinrui  Aizen  Kni",  /the  Sumanitarian  Society/. 

The  president  is  KITAWRA  Tnkarritsu.  The  society  has 
three  branches  in  Tan.gshan,  Lunnhsien  and  P°sti  and,  usually 
by  approaching  vagrants  in  various  places  and  tempting  them 
with  money  or  threatening  them,  it  Is  making  use  of  them  In 
intelligence  activities.

Ho  sometimes  went  in 
disguise  to  pleasure  resorts,  associated  with  Cnincse  people 
of  various  circles  and  ekortod  himself  in  gathering  informa¬ 
tions  from  them. 

By  what  we  have  stated  above,  we  can  see  that  the  Jap¬ 
anese  intelligence  nets  set  up  in  China  have  completely  en¬ 
circled  the  whole  Chinese  community.  Not  only  1 h^  . ntornal 
conditions  of  the  ,Jhineso  people,  but  also  ^ he  speeches  and 
movements  cf  foreigners  arc  the  objectives  of  their  investi¬ 
gations.

It  is  not  too  much  to  soy 
that  almost  all  the  Japanese  who  have  access  to  th..  core  of  th 
Chinese  soeinl  life  nr”  solos  The  pitisble  =hihese  people 
are  ignorant  and  when  coming  in  contact  with  the  J^P^ese  they 
do  not  even  think  of  taking  the  least  precautions  .vhich  is 
truly  a  very  fearful'  state  of  things.

to  tho  Privy  Council  by  the  Bmperor,  others,  and  myself,  were 
appointed  members  of  the  Investigation  Committee.  The  Committee 
held  its  moating  or  the  ?1bc  of  this  month  and  aft*>r  hearing  tho 
exclonntior.s  of  the  Ministers  concerned  and  interested  officials, 
an  investigation  was  carried  out." 

According  to  the  explanation  of  tho  Minister  of  this  depart¬ 
ment,  ITALY,  as  an  original  signatory,  on  6  November  1937,  became  a 
party  to  the  agreement  which  was  concluded  betwoen  JAPa.*  and  G.»JR..aa.i 
against  the  Communist  "International"  on  the  26th  of  November  1936 
at  Berlin.  KUaGaRj ,  MANCHUKUO,  and  SPAIN  followed  suit.  But  It

Howover,  when  Foreign  Minister 
MAT3U0KA  visited  GBKiANY  In  March  of  this  year,  the  Germany  Foreign 
Minister  told  Mr.  MATSU  OK,,  of  GERMANY :  3  desire  to  extend  the  validity 
of  the  agroer.ont.  On  24th  of  October,  the  German  Ambassador  in 
TOKYO  formally  proposed  to  extend  the  tom  of  the  agreement  for 
another  fivo  years.  On  J'Hh  of  the  same  month,  the  ITALIAN  Ambassa¬ 
dor  In  TOKYO  also  submitted  that  the  ITALLu'  Government  had  the  some 
opinion  es  the  GERMAN.  Government  on  the  subject.  As  tho  Imperial 
Government  felt  all  the  more  the  necessity  of  co-operation  for  the 
preventing  of  communist  destruction,  which  was  the  purpose  of  the  anti- 
conlntom  pact,  even  after  five  y^rs  since  the  conclusion  of  the 
pact,  we  rocogr.izei  the  desirability  of  beginning  negotiations  for 
the  ox  ftnsion  of  the  validity  of  the  agreement,  and  wo  re  died  on 
30  October  to  both  tho  GERMAN  and  ITALIAN  Ambassadors  in  TCj.YO  that 
we  agreed  with  tho  pro  ;osal  of  both  government  s,  and  at  tho  sane  time 
we  decided  to  conduct  detailed  negotiations  at  Berlin.  Sinco  then 
the  negotiations  have  continued  between  JAPAN,  G1A1ANY,  and  ITALY, 
and  as  a  result,  a  definite  plan  of  the  protocol  was  reached; 
furthermore  the  three  co-operating  countries  proposed  tho  extension 
of  the  validity  of  tho  agreement  to  HUNGARY,  MAuCHUKUO,  and  ^fAIi., 
and  obtained  their  assent.  The  protocol  was  consequently  signed  by 
the  representatives  f  the  governments  of  the  b1x  countries. 

Though  the  annexe!  Secret  Agreement  to  the  antl-comintern  pict 
exist b  only  between  JAPAN  and  GERMANY,  the  German.  Government,  when 
making  rt.  offer  for  the  prolongation  of  the  period  of  validity  cf 
the  soil  pact,  has  expressed  its  desire  not  to  prolong  the  validity

of  the  annexed  Secret  Agreement.  Tu**  to  the  groat  “hnnges  that  .uxve 
taken  place  in  the  international  situation  as  compered  to  the  timn 
when  the  ann^x^d  secret  egroenont  was  signed,  the  JAi ?Ai>fc»>3  Government 
recognizes  th"t  there  is  no  reason  for  its  continue; ?.on  today* 
Therefore,  having  decided  to  a^reo  to  thiB  G’.dMAi*  proposal,  ^he  Ib 
going  to  n«*ke  a  draft  of  a  secret  official  exchange  document  to  this 
effect  and  exchange  it  at  the  same  time  the  protocol  is  signed.  The 
gist  of  each  agreement  is  ao  follows: 

I  -  PROTOCOL 

In  the  ract  now  in  force,  it  is  pledged  thnt  the  signatories 
should  inform  each  other  concerning  the  activities  of  the  communist 
international;  consult  each  other  in  regards  to  necessary  defense- 
measures;  and  accomplish  these  measures  by  close  co- 'Operation,  tore- 
over  they  pledged  that  they  would  take  defensive  measures  based  on 
the  ourport  of  the  pa-'t  in  regards  to  Third  Powers  whose  domeetic 
equilibrium  is  threatened  by  the  destructive  movements  of  the 
Communist  "International";  and  Jointly  advise  their  onrticipntion  in 
the  pact.  The  period  of  validity,  the  measures  to  be  ta»'on  there¬ 
after,  etc.  of  this  pact  wore  decide!.  In  addition,  in  regards  to 
the  method  of  co-operation  by  the  governments  of  the  interested 
countries  in  the  above  defensive  m^aouies  and  other  details  from  the 
stenlooint  of  executing  the  pact,  several  provisions  were  established 
in  "n  annexed  protocol.  The  protocol,  in  its  preamble, ^states  that 
the  governments  of  the  alx  countries,  JAP/-  ,  GJCMAuY,  IwJLi,  HUNGARY , 
MASCHUKUO,  and  SPAIN,  recognising  that  the  pact  which  they  have 
mutually  concluiod  for  the  purpose  of  defonso  against  the  activities 
of  the  Communist  "Intnrnatlc  lal, "  has  oroved  most  effective,  and 
firmly  believing  th»t  the  close  co-operation  against  the  above 
common  enoray  ’as  to  their  mutual  interests,  have  docided  to  extend 
the  period  of  validity  of  the  said  pace. 

In  its  text  it  is  provided  that: 

1)  The  above  mentioned,  pact  directed  artainet  the  "Communist 
International"  will  be  oxtondod  for  five  years  from 
Novenber  2*,  1941  (itith  yo^r  cf  C.iO.A). 

2)  Any  country  wishing  to  participate  in  thn  above  pact 
upon  the  invitation  of  the  throe  Governments  of  oAPA:*, 
fflSHMAHr,  and  ITALY  shall  deliver  her  declaration  of  parti¬ 
cipation  in  written  form  to  the  C.ERMAi*  Government,  who 

a hall  notify  the  other  contracting  governments  of  its 
receipt.  And  the  participation  shall  take  effect  from  t, in- 
date  of  the  rocelpt  of  tho  declaration  by  the  German 
.  Government. 
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3)  This  protocol  shall  bo  written  In  JAPa.  SS3,  GSFLLaxI,  and 
ITALIA,  nni  each  will  rospactlvaly  bo  tho  official  text, 
and  aiiall  bo  enforced  from  tho  i^to  signatures  pro  affixed. 

At  n  rroror  tin*  prior  to  tho  »xniretlon  of  tho  sail  five 
yo^ra  period,  the  elrn«tori  <e  shall  roach  an  understand! ng  ae 
tc  tho  form  of  th»ir  co-ocomtlcn  thereafter. 

II  -  GSTRMT  OFFICIAL  ■XCH.cGS  DCCUMIifTS 

At  tho  tin*  of  the  conclusion  cf  th°  pact  dtr'Ct  d  against  the 
"Communist  International,"  both  Governments  concluded  a  H-->cr't  annexed 
'  gree.n-’nt  with  the  object  of  orotecting  their  ccnnor.  interests  from 
r.ilitor.  oporoeslen  by  the  Soviet  Union.  It  woe  clodded  that  if 
either  of  the  Mi**n«tories  wnro  attacked  or  threatened  with  attack  by 
Sovist  Russia  without  provocation,  the  oth  r  signatory  po1  r  would  not 
take  an;f  measures  which  would  result  in  an  r»d,'«nta'tn  for  Soviet  Russia 
but  valid  imnodi" toly  hell  a  corf*  rence  tc  decide  cn  measures  to  be 
tpJren  toproteefc  their  common  interests.  They  further  pledged  that, 
durin-  the  terr.  of  this  agreement,  political  treaties  Incompatible  with 
tho  spirit  of  this  agreement  would  not  bo  concluded  with  Soviet  Russia 
without  the  mutual  consent  cf  the  contracting  nev/ers,  and  thnt  this 
e  greoment  shell  be  enforced  at  tho  some  tine  ns  the  pact  against  tho 
"Communist  International"  and  shall  ha-e  tho  sane  ooriod  of  validity. 

In  addition  tho  moaning  ar.i  tho  extent  of  tho  so  called  "political 
treat1  "  in  this  agreement  wore  defined  with  an  annexed  official 
exchange  document,  and,  in  thin  agreement,  an  explanation  Is  added 
concern irg  .the  effect  cf  the  treaty  now  existing  between  GiR*.Ai?Y  pn  1 
SClIiT  RUuoIa.  Rirther^ore,  it  was  decided  with  an  understanding 
that  this  agreement  should  be  ’-ODt  secret.  However,  a  copy  of  tho 
^ra:t  in  tho  form  jf  an  exchange  document  between  the  representatives 
of  both  tho  JAPALhSS  and  GETHAIi  Governments,  is  to  decide  on  the 
abolition  of  the  above  secret  annex*  d  o^ree-.nnt,  its  appendix  and  the 
unders1  endin''  ao  of  Noveribor  2P,  1041,  regardless  of  the  nrovisior.s 
set  forth  in  Article  III  of  *hr  s  cr  t  arr.axod  agreement.

pact  fer  another  five  yo^rs;  and  the  letter  is  aimed  at  abrogating  in 
a  form  of  the  exchange  of  official  notes  tho  a  moments,  etc.,  ir.
